323 one tenements, 49 two tenements, 9 three tenements, 6 
four tenements, one five tenements and one 6 tenements, 12 one 
tenement summer homes, 21 cottages and 12 camps, accommodat- 
ing 503 families.

Dumping by our residents only, 
will be allowed on Wednesdays from 8 A.M. to5 P.M. and on 
Thursdays from 8 A.M. to 12 A.M. We would appreciate your 
cooperation in helping us by not disposing of rubbish anywhere else 
but where the Road Agent will designate on the above days and 
hours. Help us keep the site clean and safe. 


On T.R.A. the hill on Mt. Delight Road was road mixed start- 
ing from the Deerfield line to a distance of appr. 600 ft. 


Lafayette Street was graded, graveled and road mixed from 
the residence of Octave Bellerose to Al's Ave. 


Court Street was graded, graveled and road mixed from Al's 


Ave. to the dead end. 


Al's Ave. was graded, graveled and road mixed from the res- 
idence of Maurice Martel to the residence of George Guertin. 


A catch basin was built on the south side of river road opposite 
Albert Hamel's lot. 


We have made a cold patch pile of 60 sq. yds. and there is 
enough left to take care of the 1958 patching.

Vouchers and cancelled checks were 
compared with supporting invoices and payrolls as well as en- 
tries in the books of record. Receipts were checked by source 
insofar as possible and totals of receipts and expenditures veri- 
fied. Book balances were verified by comparison with recon- 
ciled bank balances made from statements obtained from de- 
pository banks. Verification of uncollected taxes was made by 
mailing notices to delinquent taxpayers as indicated by the Col- 
lector's records.

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FOREST FIRE PREVENTION IS EVERYBODY'S BUSINESS 


New Hampshire faces a continuing challenge in its forest fire 
problem - 97 percent of all our forest fires being man-caused and 
preventable - a serious indictment of interest in our own welfare 
and that of our neighbor. Both the State and the towns are striving 
diligently to effectively meet the challenge through education of the 
public to the threat fire presents to our woodland; by maintaining 
a well trained corps of wardens and deputy wardens in every com- 
munity and by providing ample opportunity for all who wish to dis- 
pose of unwanted waste materials. Careless and perverseness, 
however, continue to be the big hurdles. 


Thoughtlessly discarded lighted cigars cigarettes and matches 
from moving vehicles, by hikers, hunters and fishermen; careless 
burning of debris during hazardous periods in dangerous locations; 
illegal burning; improperly extinguished debris, camp and cook 
fires - all result in serious loss of property disruption of industry 
and farm workand unnecessary expenditure of town and state funds. 


To meet the challenge successfully, the state, your com- 
munity and your local forest fire warden need YOUR thoughtful and 
cooperative effort - The rules are simple. 


1. Don't burn at home - use your town dump and avoid all fire 
problems. 


2. If you do burn, be sure to secure a written permit from 
your local forest fire warden when the ground is not cov- 
ered with snow. Permits are requiredfor open debris fires, 
home incinerators, outdoor fire places and camp fires. 
Your warden is instructed to permit burning if weather 
conditions, site and type of burning are safe. 


3. Be sure that all lighted material - cigars, cigarettes and 
matches - are completely out before discarding them. Use 
ash trays in automobiles. 


4. Make certain that your debris, camp and cook fires are 
completely out before leaving them. 


5. Insist that others be careful and comply with burning re- 


quirements. 
6. Call the warden promptly when fire is detected and aid him 
to extinguish it.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


February 1, 1958 
To the School Board of Allenstown: 


It is a pleasure to submit to you my eleventh annual report of 
the Allenstown Public Elementary School and at the same time ex- 
press my appreciation for your confidence and help. 


We shall be able to hold our teachers for another year which, 
as you know, is the fourthina row. This is probably one of the 
best records ever compiled during my entire experience in this 
Union. 


You will recall that at the last district meeting in March 1957, 
it was voted to study the possibilities of buying a bus to be used by 
the school district. It would be used not only for the transporta- 
tion of the children to and from school, but also it could be used 
for educational trips for the children. Since the contract with the 
Suncook Valley Transportation Co. expires at the close of school 
in June 1958, those present at the meeting were very desirous of 
owning some form of transportation for particular use by the 
school. 


The school board has made inquiries concerning the purchase 
price of a 48-passenger bus at three companies involving Ford, 
Dodge, and Chevrolet. The board has als6é contacted Mr. John L. 
Saturley of the Pembroke School Board who keeps the data con- 
cerning the bus owned by the Pembroke District. These costs have 
been studied so that over a period of years the School District of 
Pembroke have save almost $2000 a year in operating its own bus. 
It might be interesting for the citizens of Allesntown to know that 
both Pembroke and Hooksett will have articles in the warrant this 
year for the purchase of school buses. 


Of course, the purchase of a bus is not the whole story, nor 
does it show what must be done to keep and maintain such a project 
including the depreciation and sinking fund. Perhaps this is the 
time to present to the people of the district some of the headaches 
although these problems will become the headaches of the school 
board.

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rict certain other duties and assignments are very necessary to 
keep this bus on the road which means an operational cost includ- 
ing driver, license, maintenance, insurance, garage, rent, and 
taxes, if any. Maintenance will include repairs, gas, oil, and 
parts. You can readily see, therefore, that in order to keep all 
these items correctly and make a written report to the district each 
March, everything must be accurate and systematically done. Since 
the School District will be exempt from taxes, certain forms must 
be filed with the State and Federal governments for such rebates 
as we are entitled. 


It is estimated that the bus will have a life expectancy of from 
7 to 10 years. This will mean that after the initial costacertain 
amount must be voted from taxation into a sinking fund to meet the 
day when a new bus is needed. The Board has made this arrange- 
ment by the addition of $700 to the budget. 


For those citizens who are not familiar with the various items 
in the budget and the reasons for the individual increases, may it 
be pointed out that the two largest items are Teachers' Salaries 
($11, 900) and Tuition ($17, 340). These two items alone total $29, - 
240.00. When you first look at such a sum for just two items you 
wonder why there cannot be some reduction. However, if you take 
the time and analyze these amounts you will understand. The sal- 
aries we are paying our teachers with the experience they bring to 
us is almost $500 less than a great many other towns. To hold 
good teachers today we must make it worth while for them. New 
teachers just out of college are asking and getting from $3500 to 
$4000. So, if we are fortunate in hiring teachers with from 10 to 
15 years experience for $3600, then we are indeed very fortunate. 


The tuition rate at Pembroke Academy is to be $330 per pupil 
next year. It is estimated that Allenstown will be sending about 
50 students to that school in September. This totals $16, 500. 
To this amount must be added the tuition of at least three foster 
children at approximately $280 each which adds to $840. There- 
fore, the total cost for tuition will be very close to $17, 340. Let 
us see what could happen if we sent some of our children to either 
Concord or Manchester. The tuition rate at Concord will be $375 
and at Manchester $384. You will see that both schools have rates 
higher than Pembroke Academy and the element of transportation 
would have to be assumed by the parent. 


Just another added point which is very interesting. In some 
of the past years we have had some drop-outs so that we have been 


able to estimate a lower figure for this item in the budget. How- 
ever, more and more are the students remaining in school which 
makes it necessary to increase this item. 


The time is not too far off when it may be necessary to use the 
present lunch room for another small classroom and hire a fourth 
teacher. This statement is based on the fact that as Hooksett and 
Pembroke grow, so also will Allenstown. More and more families 
are going to move into town and one of the questions will involve 
the kind of schools. It is a problem that should be close to the 
surface in our thinking and planning. 


May I again thank the Board and the people of the town for 
their help and kindness in trying to improve the educational back- 
grounds of their children. We must still move forward if we are 
to prepare the youth of the country to compete against the forces 
of darkness.
